AN EASTER MESSAGE 

The forty days of Lent are coming to a close 
days of Easter-tide are about to dawn. 

On Ash Wednesday we were reminded of our 
on Easter of our immortality. 

During the Lenten season the punishment of mankind's 
sin was kept before us; during the Easter season the reward 
for fidelity to God and conscience heartens us. 

There is the closest relationship between Good Friday 
and Easter Sunday. The certainty of Christ's death estab- 
lished with greater certainty the fact of His resurrection—a 
fact better authenticated than any other fact of history. As 
Christ's death was officially announced after His Heart was 
opened with a lance, in order that the charge of feigning 
death might not be taken seriously, so His grave'was guard- 
ed officially in order that the charge of His feigning resur- 
rection might not be seriously circulated. 

But the death alone of the God-man for the salvation 
of human beings would prove the immortality of their souls, 
because He certainly would not have died such a death for 
any temporal benefit which might accrue to mankind—and 
what sort of temporal benefit would have accrued? 

If the soul of man is immortal and destined for 
eternal. so must also the body of man enjoy ultimate im- 
mortality and be associated with the soul in the glory of 
Heaven, because the soul was not made for an independent 
existence, but for association with a human body. We are 
human beings, and human beings are composed of 
and soul. Neither the soul nor the body 
heing, but the two united.

“Nor does this cover all of the char- 
itable activities, as the work has been 
extended to the establishment of set- 
tlements, visitations to penal and cor- 
rective institutions, work in rural 
communities and isolated districts, 
and work for immigrants. Many lay 
organizations have also been most 
active. Perhaps the best known 
among the lay groups is the Society of 
St. Vincent de Paul, an association of 
Catholic laymen engaged systemati- 
cally in the service of the poor. The 
number of active members is 15,700; 
honorary, 3,200; subscribing, 4,794. 
Their total expenditures amounted in 
1926 to $1,136,604.
